Strike  to  increase 
Utah  power  costs 


The  cost  of  power  in  Utah  is 
expected  to  increase  by  $1.75 
million  through  April  30 
because  the  Utah  Power  and 
Light  Co.  must  now  buy  from 
outside  sources  two-thirds  of 
the  power  consumed  in  the 
state. 

UP&L  President  E.  Allan 
Hunter  said  Monday  that  the 
lengthening  coal  strike  has 
forced  the  utility  to  start 
purchasing  power  from  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  He  said 
the  cutback  of  Utah 
generating  plants  to 
minimum  loads  and  the  im¬ 
porting  of  power  from  the 
northwest  would  begin  this 
week. 

Running  the  power  over 
long  distances  to  Utah  would 
not  only  increase  its  cost  but 
would  greatly  increase  the 
possiblity  of  outages.  Hunter 
noted.  UP&L  generates 


nearly  all  of  its  power  in  coal- 
fired  generating  plants  in 
Utah  and  Wyoming,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  UPI  report  of 
Hunter’s  news  conference 
Monday. 

The  power  purchased 
would  be  from  both  hydro¬ 
electric  and  coal-fired  plants 
serviced  by  strip  mines  not  on 
strike. 

“But  the  power  will  have  to 
come  in  over  long  transmis¬ 
sion  lines  loaded  quite 
heavily,”  Hunter  said.  “This 
will  increase  the  risk  of  out¬ 
ages  quite  substantially.” 
The  current  combination  of 
buying  power  from  outside 
Utah  and  cutting  back 
production  at  coal-fired 
plants  within  the  state  would 
allow  UP&L  to  continue 
operations  without  going  on 
an  emergency  basis,  he  ex¬ 
plained.

He 
has  helped  produce  many 
church  programs  and 
pioneered  the  work  of  film 
strips  and  motion  pictures. 

He  organized  the  LDS  ex¬ 
hibit  in  the  San  Francisco 
World’s  Fair  in  1939  and  han¬ 
dled  similar ,  assignments  in 
other  fairs.

The  70-day  nationwide  coal  strike 
forced  Indiana  to  order  mandatory 
power  cutbacks  Monday  and  put  other 
states  within  days  of  joining  the 
Hoosier  state. 

In  West  Virginia,  tens  of  thousands 
of  workers  feared  layoffs. 

But  a  split  between  the  United  Mine 
Workers,  which  had  scuttled  a 
proposed  settlement,  only  widened, 
and  President  Carter  said  he  still  had 
no  plan’s  to  seek  a  court  order  forcing 
miners  back  to  work. 

The  White  House  also  said  there 
were  no  plans  to  bring  the  two  sides ' 
together  in  a  face-to-face  meeting 
there. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Bituminous 
Coal  Operators  Association  said  no 
decision  had  been  made  on  when 
bargaining  would  resume. 

The  federal  government  did  take 
steps  to  help  utilities  share  electricity. 
Sen.  Barry  Goldwater,  R-Ariz.,  called 
on  Carter  to  go  further  and  invoke  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act  to  suspend  the 
walkout  —  the  move  that  Carter  later 
said  he  was  not  ready  to  take. 

Meanwhile,  UMW  President  Arnold 
Miller  and  those  rebelling  against  his 
leadership  each  said  they  had  rank- 
and-file  support.  Some  rebels  said  they 
were  moving  to  oust  Miller. 

Even  if  a  settlement  were  reached 
immediately,  it  would  take  at  least  10 
days  for  the  union  membership  to 


ratify  the  pact  and  more  time  for  coal 
shipments  to  reach  normal  levels. 

This  was  the  power  situation  in  a 
belt  of  states  near  the  Appalachian 
coalfields  which  generate  much  of  their 
power  with  coal: 

— INDIANA:  With  the  state  already 
under  a  state  of  emergency,  the  public 
service  commission  announced  Mon¬ 
day  it  had  ordered  mandatory  cut¬ 
backs  in  some  areas.  Particularly  in 
southern  Indiana,  the  coal  stockpiles  of 
some  power  companies  were  already 
down  to  a  40-day  supply  by  early  last 
week. 

-WEST  VIRGINIA:  In  the 
northern  and  eastern  parts  of  the  state, 
a  10  percent  cutback  was  in  effect  — 
not  enough  to  cause  layoffs  but  a  har¬ 
binger  of  more  severe  measures  only 
days  away.  Utilities  in  those  areas 
have  a  27-day  supply  of  coal,  and  the 
state  public  service  commission  is 
allowing  them  10  percent  power  cut¬ 
backs  when  they  reach  a  30-day  sup¬ 
ply,  cutbacks  of  30  percent  to  the 
largest  commercial  customers  when 
they  reach  the  25-day  mark,  and 
rotatir^  blackouts  when  they  reach  15 
days.  The  30  percent  cutbacks  could 
come  as  early  as  Thursday,  and  the 
West  Virginia  Manufacturers  Associa¬ 
tion  estimates  they  could  bring  layoffs 
of  20,000  to  25,000  workers. 

— OHIO:  Utilities  report  34-  to  60- 
day  stockpiles,  and  most  have  already 
asked  customers  to  take  voluntary  con¬ 


servation  measures.  Mandatory  cut¬ 
backs  are  expected  soon  —  when  the 
utilities  are  down  to  a  30-day  supply. 
The  measures  being  discussed  are  cut¬ 
backs  of  25  to  50  percent  or  staggered 
blackouts. 

-PENNSYLVANIA:  Saying  they 
are  at  the  critical  25-day  coal  supply 
level,  the  Duquesne  Light  Co.  and 
West  Penn  Power,  both  serving 
western  Pennsylvania,  have  asked  the 
state  Public  Utility  Commission  for 
permission  to  put  mandatory  cutbacks 
into  effect  by  Friday  in  such  a  way  as 
to  minimize  layoffs.  But  Goy.  Milton 
Shapp  said  late  last  week  that  they 
have  60  days  of  coal  left,  and  turned 
them  down. 

—MARYLAND:  The  Potomac 
Edison  Co.,  which  also  serves  parts  of 
Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  said  Mon¬ 
day  it  has  less  than  a  30-day  stockpile 
of  coal  and  could  institute  rotating 
power  blackouts  for  residential 
customers  when  the  supply  reaches  a 
20-day  level.  But  that  is  not  expected 
until  the  end  of  the  month. 

— VIRGINIA:  Virginia’s  mmor 
utility,  Virginia  Electric  &  Power  Co., 
has  nearly  two  months’  coal  supply, 
but  in  northwestern  Virginia,  where 
100,000  customers  are  served  by 
Potomac  Edison,  rotating  blackouts  of 
up  to  an  hour  at  a  time  are  threatened 
by  the  end  of  the  month.  The  State 
Corporation  Commission  was  meeting 
with  utility  representatives  Monday  to 
assess  the  situation.

Dr.  Raymond  N.  Castle,  BYU 
professor  of  chemistry  and  an 
authority  on  organic  chemistry,  has 
been  selected  to  deliver  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  15th  annual  Distinguished 
Faculty  Lecture  at  8  p.m.

Castle  will  speak  on  “Molecular 
Architecture  —  the  Spiral  Staircase,” 
referring  to  the  structure  of  DNA. 

Castle  has  spent  years  in  research, 
authored  nearly  100  scientific  papers, 
and  served  as  chairman  of  several 
scientific  organizations.  He  has  been 
listed  in  Who’s  Who  in  World  Science 
and  Who’s  Who  in  the  World,  and 
helped  found  the  International  Society 
of  Heterocyclic  Chemistry. 


He  also  served  as  chairman  of  the 
First  International  Congress  of 
Heterocyclic  Chemistry  in  1967.

Dr.  Castle  joined  the  BYU  faculty  in 
1970  after  serving  as  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Chemistry  at  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  New  Mexico. 

Dr.  Castle  earned  a  pharmacy 
degree  from  Idaho  State  University  at 
Pocatello  and  his  master’s  and  doc¬ 
toral  degrees  in  chemistry  from  the 
University  of  Colorado  at  Boulder.

After  being  interviewed  by  various 
officers,  the  Idahoan  told  Security 
where  the  boot  was  and  led  them  to  it. 
The  missing  rhino  boot  was  hidden  in 
the  bushes  behind  the  house  he  was 
visiting. 

After  retrieving  the  boot,  BYU

Failure  to  follow  university  policies  and 
procedures  has  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  a  BYU 
club,  R.  Michael  Whitaker,  coordinator  of  student 
activities,  said  Monday. 

Whitaker  said  the  Society  for  Individual  Liberty 
has  been  “disbanded”  for  the  semester,  but  will  be 
allowed  to  reapply  for  a  charter  in  fall  semester  1978. 

Whitaker  said  the  club  published  a  newsletter, 
“The  Tyrannicide,”  which  was  distributed  to  stu¬ 
dents  other  than  members  of  the  society.  Ken 
Taylor,  ASBYU  organizations  vice  president,  said 
all  club  publicity  is  to  be  made  available  to  club 
members  only.  The  clubs  may  advertise  through  the 
Daily  Universe  and  posters,  but  are  not  allowed  to 
distribute  newsletters  to  the  studentbody  at  large. 
Such  distribution  of  information  must  be  co¬ 
sponsored  with  the  Organizations  Office,  Taylor 
said. 

The  club’s  faculty  adviser,  James  R.  Harris, 
associate  professor  of  ancient  scriptures,  said  the  ac¬ 
tion  taken  against  the  club  involved  more  than  a 
violation  with  the  newsletter.  “If  that  were  the  only 
problem,  the  group  would  have  simply  been  infor¬ 
med  of  the  violation  and  given  a  warning,”  he  said. 

“The  group  was  using  unauthorized  funds  for 
research  contrary  to  university  policy,”  he  said.  All 
funds  for  club  activities  must  come  from  the  dues  of 
the  members,  not  from  outside  sources.  “Essen¬ 
tially,  the  group  became  a  fund-raising  organiza¬ 
tion,”  he  said. 


The  club  was  researching  the  use  of  free  enterprise 
buses  to  transport  students  and  the  handicapped.  A 
similar  project  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Utah 
”  "  *  ithor"  - - 


Valley  Authority  Transportation  Study. 

Bill  Jackson,  club  vice  president,  said  the  group 
will  accept  the  university’s  decision.  He  said  the 
society  was  organized  because  there  wasn’t  enough 
discussion  of  things  on  campus  other  than  social  in¬ 
volvement.  “We  wanted  to  encourage  people  to  ex¬ 
press  their  political  ideas  and  to  defend  them,”  he 
said. 

In  a  news  release.  Brock  d’ Avignon,  member  of  the 
Society  for  Individual  Liberty  and  researcher  for  the 
society’s  project,  said,  “As  libertarians,  we  reject  the 
concept  of  the  ‘public  interest’  and  the  tyranny  that 
goes  on  in  the  name  of  dictators  of  public  need.”

USU  students  end  hunger  strike 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  —  After  eight 
days  without  food,  the  six  remaining 
Iranian  students  on  a  hunger  strike  at 
Utah  State  University  halted  their 
protest  at  4  o’clock  Monday  afternoon. 


Originally,  11  members  of  USU’s 
Iranian  Student  Association  stopped 
eating  Feb.  5  to  protest  what  they  said 
was  the  Iranian  government’s  “bloody 
massacre”  of  anti-Shaw  demonstrators 
in  that  country. 

The  students,  whose  condition  was 
monitored  by  Logan  physician  John 


Bailey,  stayed  at  a  Logan  residence 
during  the  strike. 

Of  the  11,  five  dropped  out  of  the 
protest  at  Dr.  Bailey’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  because  two  had  low  blood 
pressure  and  three  were  “just  feeling 
poorly,”  said  a  spokesman  who 
declined  to  disclose  his  name. 

“We  feel  people  now  know  what’s  go¬ 
ing  on  in  our  country,”  the  spokesman 
said,  adding  that  the  group’s  efforts 
now  will  be  turned  toward  protesting 
what  he  called  President  Carter’s 
“hypocrisy”  on  human  rights. 


CACHE  JUNCTION, 
Utah  (AP)  —  Almost 
everything  has  chanpd 
in  Cache  Junction,  hut 
unlike  most  places  which 
become  more  bustling 
with  time,  this  small 
community  has  quieted. 

Forty  years  ago  it  was 
an  expanding  railroad 
town.  It  had  a  bank,  a 
hotel  which  usually 
managed  to  fill  its  26 
rooms,  a  saloon,  and  a 
jailhouse. 

Today,  with  a  popula- 
tion  of  64,  the 
agricultural  com¬ 


munity’s  social  gather¬ 
ing  place  is  a  small,  one- 
room  cafe  that  has  sur¬ 
vived  the  ravages  of 
time.  Local  farmers  say 
the  isolated  rural  cafe 
“has  .  the  best  food 
around.”  It  must  have, 
because  twice  a  day 
patrons  come  to  the  cafe 
which  is  equipped  with 
swivel  stools  and  a  long 
U-shaped  counter. 

Although  the  cafe  is 
still  financed  partially 
by  the  railroad  company 
which  built  it  for  em¬ 
ployees  who  travelled 
the  Cache  Junction 


route,  it  is  no  longer 
open  24  hours  a  day. 

Years  ago,  when  the 
cafe  remained  open  all 
night  and  Logan  was 
without  an  early- 
morning  eatery,  it  served 
as  a  college  hangout.

Greenhouse 
ho  ids  secrets 
of  pi  ant  iife 


The  Botany  Department  greenhouse 
holds  some  of  the  answers  to  the 
mysteries  of  the  plant  kingdom,  plus 
more  down-to-earth  advice  on  how  to 
care  for  apartment  gardens. 

Whenever  a  botanical  question 
arises,  the  greenhouse  manager, 
Howard  Hansen,  can  usually  answer  it. 
“We’re  here  to  serve  the  students,” 
Hansen  said.  “The  facilities  are  here  to 
help  with  class  experiments  or  to  get 
questions  answered  concerning 
plants.”  The  greenhouse  is  also  used 
for  research  projects  conducted  by  the 
faculty. 

For  students  who  tire  of  the  winter 
climate,  the  greenhouse  offers  an  es¬ 
cape.  The  temperature  remains  at  a 
tropical  70  degrees. 

“All  plants  receive  constant  atten¬ 
tion,  but  there  are  some  I  feel  need 
more  care,”  Hansen  said. 

“We’ve  collected  a  variety  of  plants, 
which  is  what  a  greenhouse  is  for,  but 
now  our  collection  has  outgrown  our 
space.” 

To  keep  plants  healthy  and  thriving, 
they  need  light  and  space.  “A  plant 
will  die  or  just  quit  growing  if  you  don’t

To  add  room  for  the  research  area, 
Hansen  constructed  a  plastic  lean-to, 
which  houses  a  tobacco  experiment.

A  larger  variety 
of  plants  would  benefit  the  depart¬ 
ment,”  he  said,  “plus  give  the  students 
more  to  observe.” 


Hansen  said  he  will  help  students 
with  plant  growth  problems,  and  will 
suggest  ways  to  help  plants  grow  bet¬ 
ter.  “If  anyone  wants  a  cutting  from  a 
plant,  just  come  on  down,  but  you  sup¬ 
ply  the  soil,”  he  added.

A  mandatory  jail  sentence  of  from 
five  to  10  days  and  a  $200  fine  may 
soon  be  given  to  first  offense  drunk 
drivers,  Provo  Judges  Patrick  McGuire 
and  Gordon  Knudsen  said  recently. 

Presently,  first  offenders  are  fined 
$299  and  given  a  six-month  suspended 
sentence. 

McGuire  and  Knudsen  are  working 
with  the  city  attorney’s  office  and  ex¬ 
pect  to  reveal  the  formal  plans  on  April 

'“Perhaps  the  cell  door  clanging 
behind  a  few  first  offenders  would  open 
some  eyes,”  McGuire  said.  “We  don’t 


want  to  work  undue  hardships  on  peo¬ 
ple,  but  we  are  going  to  have  to  do 
something.” 

He  said  the  sentences  would 
probably  be  served  on  weekends  or 
through  a  work  release  program  so 
those  sentenced  could  maintain  their 
jobs. 

The  judge  said  most  other  ap¬ 
proaches  to  the  problem  have  been 
generally  unsuccessful. 

Second  offenders  might  face  a  30- 
day  jail  sentence  and  a  $299  fine  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  requirement  that  they 
participate  in  the  county’s  alcohol 
recovery  program.

The  infants  are  from  Idaho  and  were 
bom  four  weeks  premature  Feb.  2  by 
emergency  Caesarean  section  at  a 
Logan  hospital.  They  were  separated 
by  a  team  of  five  cardiologists  and  sur¬ 
geons  in  a  6  and  1/2-hour  operation. 

Hospital  officials  said  that  at  the 
parents’  request,  neither  the  girls  nor 
the  parents  would  be  identified. 

“The  parents  are  delighted;  ab¬ 
solutely  elated,”  Matlak  said.  “They 
know  they  have  two  live  babies  and  are 
very  happy.” 

The  girls  are  the  second  set  of  con¬ 
joined  twins  born  in  Utah  within  five 
months.  Lisa  and  Elisa  Hansen,  joined 
at  the  head,  were  born  Oct.  18  to  David 
and  Patricia  Hansen  of  Ogden.  An  at¬ 
tempt  to  separate  the  Hansen  twins 
has  not  yet  been  made. 

Matlak  said  the  separated  twins  are 
called  “thoracopagus”  and  are  the 
most  common  type  of  conjoined  twins. 
He  said  the  twins  were  joined  face-to- 
face  at  the  chest  and  abdominal  wall, 
and  at  the  heart  and  liver. 

After  their  separation,  a  shunt  bet¬ 
ween  the  aorta  and  pulmonary  artety 
was  constructed  in  the  weaker  twin 
and  her  condition  improved,  Matlak 
said.

Although  Miss  Kraus 
has  been  revered  for 
nearly  four  decades  by 
music  lovers  around  the 
world,  it  was  not  until 
the  1966-67  season  that 
she  made  her  reentry 
into  the  U.S.  concert 
scene  with  a  series  of 
nine  New  York  pro¬ 
grams,  during  which  she 
played  all  of  the  Mozart 
Piano  Concertos  —  a 
feat  unmatched  in  New 
York’s  entire  musical 
history. 

During  the  1930s,  the 
pianist  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  recitalists 
and  symphony  orchestra 


soloists  of  England  and 
continental  Europe.  She 
and  her  husband  became 
British  subjects  and 
made  their  home  in  Lon¬ 
don. 

In  1942,  beginning  a 
world  tour  in  the  Dutch 
East  Indies,  Miss  Kraus 
was  arrested  by  the 
Japanese  on  trumped-up 
charges  and  interned  for 
several  years.  During  the 
first  of  these  years,  she 
was  separated  from  her 
family  and  her  piano  and 
was  forced  to  do  manual 
labor.  During  this  time, 
she  lived  with  12  other 
women  in  a  small  cell 
and  subsisted  on  daily 
rations  of  two  cups  of 


rice  and  a  bitter  herb. 

Miss  Kraus  now  lives 
with  her  daughter  and 
son-in-law  and  their 
family.

WASHINGTON' (AP) 
—  The  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  is  trying  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  the  motion  pic¬ 
ture  industry  is  using 
monopolistic  tactics  in 
distributing  its  films,  in¬ 
cluding  the  phenome¬ 
nally  successful  “Star 
Wars.” 

The  investigation 
marks  the  first  time  in 
more  than  25  years  that 
the  industry  has  come 
under  investigative 
scrutiny  for  alleged  an¬ 
titrust  violations. 

Investigations  in  the 
late  1940s  and  early 
1950s  resulted  in  a  series 
of  legal  decrees  requiring 
the  major  studios  to  sell 
their  nationwide  theater 
chains  and  prohibiting 
such  distribution  tactics. 
Some  of  the  tactics  men¬ 
tioned  are  being  alleged 

“We  plan  to  be  a  good 
deal  more  active  in  this 
area,”  said  Assistant  At¬ 
torney  General  John  H. 
Shenefield,  head  of  the 
department’s  antitrust 
division. 

“There  are  large  im¬ 
plications,  not  only  be¬ 
cause  it  involves  a  lot  of 
money,  but  also  be¬ 
cause  ...  it  affects  deep¬ 
ly  the  whole  cultural  life 
.of  the  country.” 

A  federal  grand  jury  in 
New  York  is  reportedly

UNITED  NATIONS  (AP)  —  Canada’s  foreign 
minister  said  Monday  his  government  will  ask  the 
Soviet  Union  to  pay  more  than  $1  million  as  the  cost 
of  recovering  radioactive  debris  from  a  Russian 
nuclear  satellite  that  fell  on  the  Canadian  tundra. 

External  Affairs  Secretary  Donald  Jamieson  also 
said  the  Canadians  will  demand  the  United  Nations 
adopt  “a  stronger  regime”  to  prevent  space  acci¬ 
dents  such  as  the  disintegration  of  the  satellite. 
Cosmos  954,  on  Jan.  24  over  sparsely  populated 
northern  Canada. 

Jamieson  said  Canada  has  officially  concluded  the 
radioactive  metal  objects  found  in  the  Northwest 
Territories  were  “indeed  debris  from  a  Russian 
satellite”  and  bas  so  informed  the  Soviet  Union  and 
U.N.  Secretary-General  Kurt  Waldheim  —  the  first 
steps  toward  demands  for  compensation. 

Since  the  spy  satellite  fell  from  orbit,  Canadian 


and  U.S  scientific  teams  have  been  searching  a 
50,000-square  mile  area  for  radioactive  fragments. 
Canada  has  recovered  several  pieces  of  the  satellite 
near  and  east  of  Great  Slave  Lake.  A  few  lightly 
radioactive  chunks  were  found  Sunday  near  the  In¬ 
dian  community  of  Snowdrift  and  were  being  ship¬ 
ped  to  search  headquarters  at  Namao  military  base. 

Jamieson  told  reporters  after  meeting  with 
Waldheim  that  Canada  has  spent  more  than  $1 
million  in  the  search  so  far  and  the  total  probably 
will  be  “substantially  higher  when  the  exercise  is 
completed.” 

Canada’s  claim  for  reimbursement  would  be  the 
first  test  of  an  obscure  U.N.  treaty  which  obligates  a 
launching  nation  to  pay  the  expenses  of  locating 
debris  from  manmade  objects  that  fall  from  orbit. 

The  Soviet  Union,  Canada  and  the  United  States 
are  parties  to  the  pact,  the  1967  Agreement  on  the

BYU  tennis  buffs  sometimes  get  up 
early  to  play  on  the  indoor  tennis 
courts  while  the  Cougar  tennis  team 
takes  the  prime  time  in  the  afternoon. 

But  the  BYU  netters  got  a  chance  to 
play  during  the  wee  hours  of  the  morn¬ 
ing  last  weekend  as  rains  forced  the 
Las  Vegas  Intercollegiate  Tournament 
indoors. 

Cougar  tennis  coach  Wayne  Pearce 
said  the  indoor  courts  were  not 
scheduled  and  “we  had  to  play 
matches  at  odd  hours.”  Most  of  the  ac¬ 
tion  started  at  11  and  12  p.m.  or  5  and 
6  a.m. 

Playing  without  the  services  of 
freshman  stars  Clark  Diehl  and  Jeff 
Robbins,  the  Cougars  placed  third  in 
the  seven-team  tournament  behind 
highly-rated  Arizona  and  Arizona 
State  . 

The  unusual  playing  times  were  not 
the  big  problem,  Pearce  said.  “We 
were  hurt  because  of  some  first  round 
losses,”  the  absence  of  Diehl  and  Rob¬ 
bins,  and  the  elimination  of  doubles 
play,  he  said. 

Freshman  Paul  Bernstein  was  one  of 


the  Cougars  to  suffer  from  a  tough  first 
round  draw,  squaring  off  against  the 
tournament’s  top-seeded  player.  But 
Bernstein  didn’t  make  it  easy  for  the 
ASU  star,  forcing  the  match  to  go  three 
sets  before  falling  6-3  in  the  third. 

The  lack  of  facilities  for  doubles  play 
also  made  things  a  lot  tougher  for  the 
Cougars,  Pearce  said.  “We  would  have 
had  a  shot  at  both  of  the  top  places”  if 
the  doubles  had  been  played.  ^‘Doubles 
has  always  been  our  strongest  point,” 
he  said. 

But  he  said  that  with  all  his  starting 
freshman  in  the  lineup,  the  Cougars 
will  be  able  to  contend  with  anyone. 

The  Cougars  are  currently  ranked 
No.  16  but  Pearce  said  “all  we  need  to 
do  is  get  Diehl  and  Robbins  healthy 
and  we’ll  get  into  the  top  10.”  Both  are 
recovering  from  surgery  performed  in 
December  and  should  be  back  within 
two  weeks. 

The  four  freshman,  one  junior  and 
one  senior  of  the  BYU  squad  make  the 
Cougars  the  youngest  team  in  the 
WAC,  Pearce  said.  But  “our  young 
players  that  are  freshman  are  playing 
right  along”  with  the  best  players  in 
the  conference.
